Whereas, the Department of Public Works, acting on behalf of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, did, under date of November 20, 1928 lay 
out and take charge of as a State highway a road in the Town of Sandiefield, 
county of Berkshire, being known as Route 8, as shown on the plans of said 
State highway on file in the office of the Department of Public Works, copies 
of which have been filed in the office of the County Commissioners of said 
County of Berkshire, at Fittsfield and in the office of the Town Clerk of 
said Town of Sandisfieldj and 

Whereas, it now appears advisable to make certain changes in the 
location lines of said State highway, which establishes a portion of State 
highway location in the Town of Tolland, county of Hampden 3 

Now, Therefore, acting under the provisions of Chapter 81 of the 
General Laws, as appearing in the Tercentenary Edition thereof, and acts 
in amendment thereof and in addition thereto, the Department of Public Works 
adjudges that public necessity and convenience require that the Commonwealth 
should alter the location of said State highway, and should lay out and 
take charge of said State highway as altered, as hereinafter described. 

The alteration consists of relocating a portion of Route 8 to a 
location in the Town of Tolland beginning at the dividing line between 
the towns of Sandisfield and Tolland about 938 feet northerly of Town 
Bound WM3, as measured along said dividing line, and extending northerly to 
northwesterly about 807 feet to said dividing line- 
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The main base line of location for tho State highway hereby- 
altered and laid out begins at a point in the Town of Sandisfiold, shown 
on plan as station 127+25.57 and extends thence, partly in the town of 

Sandisfield and partly in the Town of Tolland, northerly to northwesterly

by a curve of 1600.28 feet radius, 146^.3.3 feet; thence north 33° 29' 29" 

west, 306.30 feet to the point of onding thereof, shewn on plan as station 145- 

The westerly location line of the State highway as hereby altered 

and laid out begins at a point on the aforesaid dividing line between the 

towns of Sandisfield and Tolland opposite about station 133+97 of the base 

line hereinbefore described and 30.00 feet distant therefrom and extends 

thence leaving said dividing line, northerly to northwesterly by a ctirvo of 

1570.28 feet radius about 494 feet to a point bearing south 61° 51' 27" west 

and 30.00 feet distant from station 139 of said base line; thence south 

61° 51 f 27" west about 3 feet to a point at the end of the alteration, again 

on said dividing line, said point bearing south 61° 51 1 27" west and being 

about 33 feet distant from said station 139. 

The easterly location line of the state highway as hereby altered 

and laid out begins at a point on tho aforesaid dividing line between the Town 

of Sandisfield and Tolland opposite about station 129+99 of the base line 

hereinbefore described and 90,00 feat distant* therefrom and extends thence, 

leaving said dividing line, northerly to northwesterly by a curve of 1690.28 

feet radius about 1162 feet to a point bearing north 54° 41* 49" east and 

90.00 feet distant from station 141 of said base line? thence north 54° 41 * 49" 

east 25.00 feet to a point bearing north 54° 41 1 49" east and 115.00 feet 

distant from said station 141; thence northwesterly by a curve to the left of 

1715.28 feet radius 100.44 feet to a point bearing north 51° 20' 31" east and 
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115.00 feet distant from station 141 + 93.70 of said base line; thence north 
38°39 l 29» west about 212 feet to a point at the end of the alteration, again 
on said dividing line, said point being opposite about station 1M + 06 of 
said base line and 115.00 feet distant therefrom. 

The location lines of the State highway altered and laid out as 
hereinbefore described are to be further defined by bounds set thereon at 
angle points, at the point of curvature and at an intermediate point on the 
easterly location line bearing north 76°10W east and 90.00 feet distant 
from station 135 of the main base line hereinbefore described. 

The State highway hereby altered and laid out is shown on a plan 
signed by the Chief Engineer and signed by the Department of Public Works and 
on file in its office, said plan being entitled:

Whereas, it now appears advisable to abandon certain land or rights 
in land taken or acquired at the time said highway was laid out ; 

Now, Therefore, acting under the provisions of Section 12, Chapter 81 
of the General Laws and all other acts and parts of acts hereto enabling and 
as authorized under the provisions of Section 5, Chapter 703 of the Acts of 
1965, the Department of Public Works adjudges that public necessity and 
convenience require that the Commonwealth should abandon certain land and/or 
rights therein taken or acquired for state highway purposes in the town of 
Tolland, as hereinafter described. 

The land and/or rights therein hereby abandoned comprises the entire 
state highway layout herein referred to which begins at the dividing line 
between the town of Colebrook, Connecticut, and the town of Tolland, and 
extends in a general northerly direction to the dividing line between the town 
of Sandisfield, county of Berkshire, and the town of Tolland, county of 
Hampden.
